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The following is a preliminary answer to specific information requested 
on the subject, 


io Considering all available information on multi-engine jot vombers in the 
USSR, it is doubted that such aircraft are already stavroned in Hungary. 


2o Even though four-and six-engine jet bombers were first observed as experi- 
nental prototypes in Zhukovski during 199, no Soviet aircraft plant which 
namufactures them has been reported. 


$3. Reports published in the press allege that a four~engine 30% bomber has 
been designed by Ilyushin. However, the existence of such a type has not 
been confirmed, nor is there any indication that an experiental series of 
such br Mbers is being built. 
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
